Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: CN 1562541 
was found to be the closest prior art, disclosing a chuck having an elastic plate with 
several elastic pawls that project axial with respect to the chuck to form a unidirectional 
ratchet. CN 1562541 does not disclose a clip ring having at least two arc segments that 
can mutually antagonistically snap onto the front end of a main unit, wherein the outer 
perimeter surface of the clip ring is fixed in connection with a front cap of the chuck. 
Additionally, CN 1562541 does not disclose a clip ring having an end surface with deep 
and shallow recesses for receiving a protuberance of the elastic pawl.
